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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An action on the merits of claims 1-15 considered readable on Species 
embodies by Figures 10A-10B is included in this office action with claims 16-25 being 
withdrawn from consideration. 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b). Election was made without 
traverse. 

2. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Barenyi(31 90632) or WO 94/14626 to Ingvarsson et al or under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated Hellwig(US0061 58723). 

Springs with central bumps are conventional. 

6. Claims 4, 7, 9-12 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the prior art applied above. 

Re the various features such as width of the center region of the spring relative to 
the width at the ends, the spring's width, height, particular deflection, etc., the instant 
specification does not indicate that the specific dimensions and shape are critical. 

Re the various features in the claims directed to various dimensions, shapes, 
deflection capacity, sizes, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was 
made to one having ordinary skill in the art to which the invention pertains to modify 
each of the principal references to vary the dimensions, deflection capabilities, shapes, 
sizes, etc., as desired since such modifications would have involved changes within the 
ability of an artisan in the art in order to adapt the spring to a particular environment and 
utility. A change in size and shape is generally recognized as being within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. Re particular dimensions involved, the various would have been 
obvious and to not set forth any patentably distinguishing advances over the prior art. 
The variations involve obvious matters of design choice not productive of any new 
and/or unexpected results. Also, see MPEP 2144.04 under the heading "Legal 
Precedent as Source of Supporting Rationale" re various changes in size and shape. 
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Note the tapered width of the spring of Figures 4a and 4b of Barenyi(3 190632) 
which corresponds to instant claim 7. 

7. Re the numerous documents submitted which have been considered and made 
of record, the instant claims are directed to a spring per se of conventional 
configuration. The variety of documents directed to the keyboard art is not at issue 
since the field of invention claimed is to the subcombination technology directed to the 
spring of general utility. Re the feature of "tactile feedback", leaf springs have such 
'tactile feedback" in the broad sense of the phrase.
